Tibet and the related frontier 
problems botwecn India andi 
China, or the Communtet 
threat In Lacs—they ft 


neither into any pattern set 
at Bandung nor Into any pat- 
tern of Chinese-directed 
Gommuniat advance, 


Each can be explained In 
national terms or as an aspect 
of Inter-Asian confilet. The 
answor surely Is that Bandung, 
for from béginning a now 
phate, almply marked the 
creat of Aslan nationallam, 
and the crest had bullt up 
only because nationalism wae 
the one force that bound these 
countrigs together, 


VER since Bandung thera has 
been a dectine in this 
fotlow-fealing. Nowhere has 
there been any enthuatasm 
for another Aslan. conference, 
since it coufd not hops to 
tolve any of the probleme. 
Today Asia faces ite own 


sojutions. 
Tibet Is one examples. China les 
determined to restora what 


sho believes to be her old 
frontiers and thus asserts hor 
power In Tibet. In dolng this 
the Chincec may find thoy 
have overrated their own 
hlatory os they have certainly 
underrated the Tibetans’ hie- 
torical oxperionce. 

But whatever the outcome be- 
tween Tibetans and Chinese, 
indla must now seo the reall- 
ther of her co-existence with 
China. Thoy were always 
there, Both countries have 
been reminded — what the 
Chinese never doubted—that 
they are two difforent civill- 
cations with wholly different 
outlooks. And If events In 
Tibet have had an impact elpa- 
whera In south Agia, they havo 
served anly as a reminder of 
China’a exctuslvenees.

fora" including drought In, Red 
China, have had oa bearing on 
trade. 


The report predicted Red 
China wil have to buy more 
than 60,000,000 bushels, all 
from Cannda ond Austrailo. 


Net Imports Into western 
Europe are expected to iIn- 
crease, primary because of 
smaller crops in Itnly and 
Spal and generally poor 
quallty crops in the entire area. 

The report also cited asa 
fnctor “the continued drought 
in the enstern end of the Medl- 
terranean basin.” 


At the same time, the Agricul- 
ture Department eaid U.S. ex- 
ports of wheat and flour in 
1960-51 will establish a new 
record of at Ieast 65,000,000 
bushels if the present trend 
continucs, 


The food for peace pro- 
framme will be a°factor in this 
“unprecedented increase’ the 
Department said. Principal 
recipients have been India, 
Brazil, Poland, the United Arab 
Republle and Pakistan. 


In sill another wheat report, 
the Department said prospects 
generally: are good for the 1961 
crop in the northern hemisphere. 


BUMPER CROP 


‘It is too carly in the season 
for dofinite forecasts, but the 
resent outlook is for another 
umper crop in North America 
and a somewhat larger outturn 
in the Soviet Union,” the De- 
partment said. "These ood 
prospects offset less favourable 
prospects jn Europe, paris of 
Asia, and Africa. 


“Conditions {in Europe are 
Itss promising than at this tlme 
last year. A number of the 
principal producers expect 
smaller creps this year, 
espectally in France, Spain, and 
the United Kiagdom, 


“The present outlook in Italy 
is for n below-average crop but 
possibly a little above the pocr 
1960 production. The outlook fs 
for smaller outturng In Eastern 
as well as Western Europe.” * 


Varying conditlona were 
reported for Asia. A rceord 
Production was reported in 
Indla, Pakistan's crop was 
placed 15 per cent below 
1900, and Japan's crop was 
called slightly below average.
